Applicants respectfully traverse. 

As previously discussed (see. for example. Response Hied on August 25, 2010), Jenkins 
does not teach or suggest a coat comprising a molybdenum oxide and/or molybdenum hydrate 
that is covered with silica. Schraid fails to cure the deficiencies of Jenkins, as this reference does 
not f any way teach or suggest coating with a molybdenum oxide and/or hydrate, Mei fails to

Moreover, Applicants submit that the present invention achieves superior and unexpected 
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cases, the Si content is particularly low and gas generation cannot be suppressed, and therefore, 
such a sample cannot be used as an aluminum pigment for a water-based naint (see ihxoeranems 
2-3). When the Mo content is higher than that defined in claim 1 of the present application, the 
aluminum pigment agglomerates, resulting in lack of stability and considerable degradation of 
the color tone (see Experiment 6).

When the Si content is too high, the silica layer is too thick, which results in 
degradation of the color tone of the pigment itself (see Experiment 10).
